Enactment of this legislation could decrease fines for individuals who fail to install a front license plate
by $25 per infraction, up to an annual aggregate of approximately $30,000. Should all individuals who
receive an infraction properly install a front license plate within a 30 day period, individuals could avoid

paying the fine.
